SBC Aging 
Conference 


Oct. 23-25. 


NASHVILLE (BP) — The first 
Southern Baptist Conference on the 
Aging, an event, sparked by a resolu- 
tion at the 1973 Southern Baptist Con- 
vention meetnng in Portland by a 23- 
year - old seminarian, will be held 
here Oct. 23-25, 1974. 


The. conference, sponsored by the 
\Southern Baptist Inter - Agency Coun- 
cil; will involve 225 invited partici- 
pants who will develop guidelines to 
aid SBC agencies, state conventions, 
associations and churches as they de- 
velop ministries for and with senior 
adults. 


Purpose of the conference is to in- 
crease denominational awareness of 
the problems of aging-and the aged, to 
provide an information base from 
which SBC agencies ‘and state con- 
ventions may act in the future and to 
present some guidelines for develop- 
ing future programs and projects. 

The conference will also seek to 
clarify the responsibilities of SBC 
agencies and state conventions in 
meeting the needs of senior adults. 

A group of students, led by Gary 
Cook, then a second - year master 
of divinity candidate at Southern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
initiated the proceedings last June 
with a resolution at the annual SBC 
meeting. The SBC passed a resolution 
asking the SBC Executive Commit- 
tee ‘‘to do a feasibility study on the 
need for a major survey of present 
and future ministry to and with sen- 
ior adults and to take appropriate ac- 
tion.’ 

The Executive Committee referred 
the matter to the Inter - Agency 
Council last September and the Inter- 
Agency Council, in its meeting last 
January, authorized a special 
committee to plan the conference. 

The man who first advised Cook 
to take his concern to the convention 
in the form of, a resolution, Albert Mc- 
Clellan,.chairs the special committee 
ta plan and conduct the conference.

The 192-member -Eneeutive -Bosrd--— 


of the Baptist General Convention of 
Texas issued a statement at its quart- 
erly meeting, scoring the ‘‘cheap at- 
tempts of gambling proponents to 
arouse religious prejudice against 
Baptists.” 

Their statement came in response 
to a charge by Joe Straus, Jr., fi- 
nance co-chairman of a group en- 
dorsing pari-mutuel betting; that the 


‘ Baptist position was “blackmail.” 


He claimed the Baptists’ position 


“can be viewed only.as_a-bully tactic — : 
_to, impose their moral beliefs or gen- _ 


erations of Texans to come. a 


A non-binding referendum on pari- 
mutel betting was defeated by vot- 
ers on May 4 by a 3 to 2 majority. 


The Baptist statement criticized 
gambling proponents for their. attacks 
on three top Baptist leaders who have 
taken. strong anti-gambling stands. 
They are Dr. James H. Landes, chief 
executive offficer of the Texas Bap- 
tist. organization; Dr. Ralph Smith, 
convention president, and Dr. John 
J. ‘Hurt, editor of the Baptist 
Standard. 


Charges against the Baptist leaders 
reveal that pro-gambling -forces “are 
ignoring the ‘fact that many people 
from all walks of life and religious 
persuasion joined Baptist in .resist- 
ance to the pari-mutual push,” the 
statement said. ‘The opposition is not 
based on a narrow sectarian morality . 
but on a clear evidence of obviously 
destructive social consequences which 
result from legalized gambling.”

Singing Churchmen boarded a plane 
in Jackson, and 18 hours later arrived 
in Brasilia. 

Their first concert was to around 
800 peeple at Templo Memorial, a 
Baptist:church in Brasilia that has a 
modern_and very beautiful , :building, 
and where Dr. Freidas, an eyéf* ear, 
nose, and throat doctor, is music di- 
rector. 

In Brazil, the choir ‘sang‘a Do u t 
baif their numbers in... ...Partuguese 
and half in English. (Later. in Colom- 
bia and Venezuela they sang part of 
the concert in Spanish.) Their reper- 
tory always included ‘‘Sweet, Sweet 
Spirit,” and also. ‘The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.’’ Other numbers var- 
ied from concert to concert. Mr. Hall 
said that they included many spirit- 
uals in their concerts, because the 
singing of spirituals is especially pop- 
ular in Brazil and had been request- 
ed. (Ernie Collins played “Swing 
Low, Sweet Chariot’’ on his trombone 
at practically every concert.) 

+ They sang at.a school in Brasilia for 
* the children of diplomats (32-nation- 
alitieS were represented). Not too 
sure what their reception would be in 
this school, the Churchmen were gra- 
tified when the students listened with 
quiet attention and applauded vigor- 
ously. 
_ In Recife they sang at a Catholic 
University to an appreciative audi- 
ence of about 500: They. sang at the 
North Brazil Baptist Seminary, also 
in Recife. There they saw Missis- 
sippi missionaries, Edd and Freda 
Trott, who had ridden a bus four hours 
one way to see and hear them. 

The Mississippi group carried gifts 
of music paper, tape recorders, elec- 
tronic equipment, etc. to many of the 
churches and missionaries they visit- 
ed, 

Thursday. night, May 9, they sang 
at the Capunga Church in Recife, to 
a packed house of about 1500. After- 
ward they gathered in Fred Spann’s 
home for refreshments and fellowship 
and some music by the MK’s. 

Friday they flew to Sao Paulo. At 
the Baptist High School they ate lun- 
ch and presented a concert.

There is one thing the Lord cannot 
stand: profession without practice, 
John Bunyon drew a picture with 
sarcasm of a character called Mr. 
Talkativé. ‘He talks of prayer, of 
repentance, of the new birth, and of 
faith; but he knows only to talk of 
them. I have been in his family, and 
his house is as empty“ of ‘religion. 
as th hite of an egg is of flavor.”

James gives a perfect illustration 
of’ demonstrating an active faith. 
‘Suppose a man needed clothes to pro- 
tect him or food to eat. Suppose his 
friend expressed that sympathy but it 
‘stopped: with words. Will words al- 
leviate the plight of the unfortunate 
‘man?. What use is sympathy without 
‘some attempt to turn that sympathy 
‘into practical effort? 


- You may say, “I was saved by 
faith alone.’’ And you are right. It 
was the grace of God.and nothing you

‘I agree that you were saved by faith 
‘plus nothing. 


But now that you are saved your 
life is to show your faith by your 
works. Ephesians 2:8, 9 and 10 teach 
‘that one is saved “by grace and not 
of works Test anyone should boast. 
We.are his workmanship «created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works,” To 
be saved means that one is to be a 
doer of the word and not just a listen- 
er or a talker. Jesus said in the Ser- 


\The first three are to be seen in the 
world in many different ways.

Saving faith has 
the first three but the essential element 
of belief is that which rest on Him 
our ease, A belief on is'a committing 
of ourselves to Him.

“SHOW ME” FAITH

James said ‘“Shew me thy faith 
without thy works and I will shew 
thee my faith by my works.” The 
words “shew me” means bring to 
light, display; or exhibit. Dr. Earl 
Kelly quotes someone as saying, ‘“‘fai- 
th is like calories. You can’t see them, 
but you can see their results.” 

You should know, ‘“‘O vain man, that 
faith without .works is dead,’’ said Ja- 
mes. —.2:20. The words ‘“‘vain man” 
describe an empty man. “A dead 
body is emptied of the real person. A 
thing can properly be said to be dead 
when it fails to respond to its: envit- 
oninent. Needs exist in our world of 
today, and none of us can claim 
ignorance as an excuse for keeping 
back what should go to help others.”

zeal was not dampened when they 
came to Thessalonica, neither® had 
their courage weakened. They dared 
to preach the gospel in the face of- 
opposition. But something had hap 
pened since that first visit. Paul ob- 
viously had been the object of criti- 
cism and some attack. The mission- 
aries had not used tricks or schemes 
to get a hearing. They did not resort 
to guile, they refused to stoop to flat- 
tery, they were not motivated by_ 
greed, and they did not seek the glory 
of men. They made no de@mands on 
the Thessalonians for support, though 
they may rightly have done so as 
apostles of Christ.

Abraham and Rahab are two good 
illustrations of faith that shows itself - 
in works.

Unless Abraham had had 
faith he would never have answered 
the call and the summons of God at 
all. No man can be moved into action 
without faith and no man’s faith is 
reai unti}] it moves him to action. Ra- 
hab was a ‘famous woman..who show- : 
ed her faith by sheltering the spies 
who had gone to spy out the Pro- 
mised Land. Legend says that she 
became a proselyte to the Jewish 
faith and later married Jostitia. 

These two persons are examples 
of full commitment'to God becausé of 
faith. Unless Abraham had been pre- 
pared to obey God to the uttermost 
his faith would have been dead. Unless 
Rahab had been prepared to risk all 
to help the spies her faith would have 
been dead. 

Faith and work are opposite sides 
of a man’s experience with God and 
for God. True faith which is saving

Recently, I read a most interesting” 


article on the influence of teachers. 
This article, was written by an extre- 
mely wealthy man in a high position, 
and with a great deal of influence. 
The article was in the form of a per- 
sonal testimony on what teachers — 
in this case, school. teachers — had 
done for him. 

We have a great deal of focus on 
school teachers in the recent weeks. 
The. purpose of this article is not to. 
take sides with the controversial is- 
sue in regard to pay. My purpose is 
to bear testimony, too, that people 
who work in a classroom have had a 
tremendous influence in my life. My 
prayer is that all school teachers will: 
realize the image they establish in 
the minds of their pupils. 

At this time of year and the follow- 
ing months, we focus our attention on 
another group of teachers: namely, 
Sunday school teachers as nominating 
committees are at work. They, too, 
do far more good and have a far 
more reaching influence than many
